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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the term "laterally", applicants 
argue that by referring to "the side" or "directed to the side", the cited Random House definition implies that it is not directed to the top or 
bottom of an object, hence the term "laterally located" would not be understood by one of skill in the art to refer to the bottom "side" or top 
"side" of an object. The Examiner disagrees. Nothing in the definition of the Random House has indication that the term "lateral" is not 
directed to the top or bottom of an object, but clearly states : "of or pertaining to the side"; "situated at, proceeding from, or directed to the 
side". Since claim 34 does not specify a particular side of the non-electrically conductive region at which the floating region is located, all 
of the aforementioned definitions render the left most floating region 219 being interpreted as located laterally with respect to the non- 
electrically conductive region 228 as stated in the final Office action. Applicants are reminded that during examination claims must be 
given their broadest reasonable interpretation. This means that the words of the claim must be given their plain meaning unless applicant 
has provided a clear definition in the specification. In re Zletz, 893 F.2d 319, 321, 13 USPQ2d 1320, 1322 (Fed. Cir. 1989). 

For claim 51 , applicants argue that Fig. 2F of Tung, the right most floating region 219 is not located between region 228 and region 244. 
The Examiner disagrees. As shown in the figure, the right most region 219 is located between the middle region (or the left most region) 
of region 228 and 244. Since the middle region 228 and the left most region 228 are also non-electrically conductive regions, the 
limitation of claim 51 is met by the reference. 
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
